1. Undercover activities by 
the French finally 
convinced 
the Germans they were being 
double-crossed, and so they at- 
tacked Vichy's territory. 
2. Thus France was able to 
say that Germany had violated 
the terms of the 1940 armistice, 
and all Frenchmen were free to 
join the Allies. 


3. The French fleet, coveted 
by Germany, got out of Toulon 
in the nick of time and is now 
safe at sea, out of the reach of 
German hands, and presumably 
preparing to join the Americans 
and British. 


4. Admiral Darlan, command- 
er of all Vichy France's armed 
forces, previously had allowed 
himself to be "captured" by the 
Americans in North Africa. 


5. At last accounts old Petain 
and his lieutenant Laval were 
still in Vichy— but the fleet and 
all Vichy's durable goods of war 
have apparently been snatched 
to safety. 
All this on Armistice day! What 
do you make of it? 
Was 
it 
an 


amazing piece of long-range plan- 
ning by the Allies, so timed that 
the big news would "break" 01 
Armistice day? Or was (his simph 
a coincidence arising from events 
controlled by the 
French 
them 
selves? 


I prefer to believe that this is 
primarily the story of France— of 
an attempt at self-rescue 
which 
only Frenchmen could have plotted 
and carried into execution.
